Airport Concludes Sound Insulation Program 


The Wayne County Airport Author- 
ity (WCAA) recently announced the con- 
clusion of its Residential Sound Insula- 
tion Program (RSIP), designed to pro- 
vide soundinsulation treatment for more 
than 2,400 homes and 7 schools in 
neighborhoods near Detroit Metropoli- 
tan Wayne County Airport (DTW). These 
neighborhoods are located within anoise 
"footprint" that was first created in 1993 
(and later revised) using Congression- 
ally established standards. The stan- 
dards were used to identify areas that 
are impacted by long-term high expo- 
sure to airport noise, with additional 
consideration for areas affected by night- 
time noise. 

According to WCAA CEO Lester 
Robinson, the RSIP is one elementina 
larger noise compatibility plan voluntar- 
ily initiated by DTW. The program in- 


cluded the installation of noise berms 


around the airport's perimeter, as well 
as the acquisition of homes most im- 
pacted by airport-related noise, modi- 
fied air traffic control procedures, pref- 


erential runway use, and aircraft-en- 
gine ground run-up procedures. 

"In just 14 years, more than $118 
million has been pumped into the ‘foot- 
print’ surrounding the airport as of the 
beginning of this year," said Robinson. 
"The goal is noise reduction, but a side- 
benefit of residential sound insulation is 
home improvementand energy savings 
for residents. In many cases, improve- 
ments provided by the program stimu- 
lated community pride, and homeowners 
began making other sorts of home and 
landscaping improvements, which con- 
tinue to benefit entire neighborhoods 
today." 

The majority of that money — nearly 
$76 million — was spent sound-insulat- 
ing homes in Romulus (more than $30 
million), Huron Township, Taylor, West- 
land and Dearborn Heights. According 
to the WCAA, residential sound insula- 
tion typically includes new acoustical 
windows, primary andsecondary doors, 
attic insulation, and other architectural 
treatments. In most homes, it also in-

cluded new heating, ventilation, and air- 
conditioning systems, allowing home- 
owners to keep windows closed to block 
noise infiltration. 

Seven schools in five communities 
(including Merriman Elementary in Ro- 
mulus) were also sound insulated at a 
cost of $5.4 million, and 265 homes 
most impacted by aircraft noise were 
acquired by the program atthe appraised 
market value. Some residents opted for 
the airport's Purchase Assurance pro- 
gram, intended to enable homeowners 
to obtain fair market value at the time of 
the sale. 

Noise measurements conducted by 
California-based Charles Salter Asso- 
ciates concluded that DTW’s RSIP treat- 
ments successfully reduced interior 
noise levels. On average, the WCAA 
stated, homes achieved a 7.7 Decibel 
reduction (2.7Db better than the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration minimum), 
and 29% of the homes tested achieved 
agreater-than-10Db reduction in noise.

Airport Concludes Noise Program

Homeowners reported a 90% reduction 
in frequent noise-related disturbances, 
and 99% of homeowners would recom- 
mend the program to others. 

The RSIP, which began in 1997, 
was one recommendation in a broader 
Noise Compatibility Plan, developed 
when DTW completed a Federal Avia- 
tion Regulation Part 150 Noise Study in 
1993. Participation in the federal Part 
150 program is voluntary on the part of 
the airport. An airportwhich participates 
is eligible to receive up to 80% federal 
funding, and must follow the guidelines 
established by Congress. Progress in 
the program has been monitored by the 
FAA, which administered all federal 
funding. More than 20 contracting firms 
participated in the sound insulation pro- 
gram. For the past five years, the prime 
consultant on the program has been 
C&S Engineers, which established a 
local office in New Boston. : 

WCAA officials reported that the 
official noise exposure map for Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport is currently being 
updated, and new data indicates that 
the noise contours surrounding DTW 
are shrinking. This is due, they say, to 
the accelerated addition of more fuel- 
efficient (and quieter) aircraft by the 
airlines, more reliance on smaller and 
quieter regional jets, and the phasing 
out of noisier stage I! aircraft. 

However, with the approval of the 
FAA, all eligible homes within both the 
oldandthe new noise exposure contours_ 
have been addressed by the program. 

"The contract for sound insulating 
the last 43 homes is scheduled for con- 
sideration at the September 28 WCAA 
Board Meeting, which means the final 
sound insulation activity should con- 
clude before Thanksgiving," said a re- 
cent bulletin released by the WCAA. 
"The Airport Authority is no longer ac- 


cepting applications for sound insula- 
tion. Extensive outreach to homeowners 
was conducted throughout the program, 
including direct mailings, telephone 
calls, knocking on doors, group meet- 
ings, media outreach, [and] newsletters 
and communications with homeowner 
associations, property management 
companies and realtors. Finally, follow- 
up contacts were made with home- 
owners, who initially declined to partici- 
pate, to ensure they had additional op- 
portunities before the deadline." 

WCAA CEO Robinson concluded 
his remarks by thanking Wayne County 
Commissioner Edward Boike, who is 
also a member of the Airport Authority 
Board. 

"He remained actively engaged, 
throughoutthis entire process, and never 
failed to represent the best interests of 
his constituents," said Robinson. 

Although WCAA research indicated 
that most RSIP participants were satis- 
fied with the program, Romulus Mayor 
Alan R. Lambert and his staff are less 
pleased. 

"We're very sorry to see the Resi- 
dential Sound Insulation Program end- 
ing," said Betsey Krampitz, Lambert's 
chief of staff. "Because the entire city is 
impacted by airport noise, we had hoped 
that more homes would receive relief 
through this program. 

"We realize, of course, that it's not 
feasible to sound-insulate the entire 
community, but we do think that the 
noise footprint should have been greatly 
expanded," she added.

Board Approves Teen Court Concept 


During its regular meeting of Sep- 
tember 11, the Romulus Community 
Schools Board of Education approved 
district participation in a new program 
called Teen Court. 

"The Wayne County Prosecutor's 
Office has established this program as 
an alternative to the formal juvenile jus- 
tice system," said 34th District Court 
Judge Brian A. Oakley, who appeared 
before the Board to discuss the pro- 
gram's guidelines. "In order to partici- 
pate in this alternative program, a juve- 
nile will have to admit responsibility for 
his/her offense at the outset of the case, 
and agree to fulfill the terms of sentence 
imposed by a teen jury." Ke 

Oakley continued, "The teen jury 
will meet with the defendant and his/her 
parents, question them, and then de- 
cide on an appropriate sentence. We 
have observed teen courts in neighbor- 
ing communities, and have been very 
impressed with the depth and sincerity 
shown by the student jurors." 

Judge Oakley touched on anumber 
of the program's features: 


e  Onlyjuveniles with no criminal record ° 


are eligible for the program. 

e A district court judge or licensed 
attorney will preside over each case. 

e The juvenile will be placed under 
oath before giving.details of his/her 
offense. 

° The defendant will not have a crimi- 
nal record if he/she abides by the 
jury's sentence. 

Although specific details have not 
yet been worked out, Oakley said thata 
teen court would probably be set up at 
both Romulus High School and Huron 
High School (Huron Public Schools), 
with jurors to come from each school. 
Student jurors would receive several

hours of training before assuming their 
duties and hearing cases. 

According to Oakley, the Wayne 
County Prosecutor's Office hopes that 
the Teen Court will give juvenile offend- 
ers a chance to realize consequences 
from their crimes without the stigma ofa 
juvenile criminal record. The Prosecu- 
tor's Office also hopes that the students 
who participate as jurors will benefit 
from a real-world understanding of the 
criminal justice system. 

"Neighboring communities have 
found that participation in this program 
has enhanced students’ respect for the © 
legal system, reduced repeat offences, 
and opened students' eyes to possible 
career opportunities in the legal sys- 
tem," said Oakley. "The student jurors 
that we have observed came up with 
original sentences that included com- 
munity work assignments and sitting on 
theirjury fora specified number of cases. 

"We are looking forward to imple- 
menting this program in the near future, 
and we hope it will make an important 
contribution to the Romulus commu- 
nity," he concluded. O
